Man is 
positively dependent upon God, and is 
independent of all else. Man can not 
be separated from God one instant. 
Man is created to fulfil] the eternal pur- 
pose of infinite mind. In defining man 
we ehsll seem strange to many when 
we say he ів in every respect an exalt- 
ed being, equal to God. As the divine 
man thought “it not robbery to be equal 
with God,” so in all respects man is— 
not shall be—like God, good, wise, 
powerful, or omniootent, omnipresent, 
omniscient, changeless, divine, intelli- 
gent, loving, living, truthful, substan- 
tial, epiritual ; the fullness or evolution 
of all that God is, does, or the Gcd, na- 
ture included. No thinking being can 
be absent from God one moment, hence, 
man is omnipresent and can not get 
nearer to God than he is.

Prof. Crookes and Spiritu- 
alism. 


On the eve of the anniversary of the 
momentous epoch, when that little 
queen, Katie Fox, nine years of age, 
gave to the two worlda the key of com- 
munion the one with the other, and 
what is more, made such communion a 
common thing among the Western civ- 
ilized nations for the firat time in the 
records of hamanity, it is well to rec- 
ord what our great acientist, Professor 
Crookes (who із at this moment con- 
вріспоов as regards a vacuum tube for 
the Roentgent rays), thought of her in 
her zenith. In hia "Notes of an Erquiry 
into the Phenomena Called Spiritual, 
Daring the Years 1870.73," reprinted 
from The Quarterly Journal of Science of 
January, 1874, he says, writing on "Per- 
cusaive and Other Allied Sounds,“ 
“These sounds are noticed with almost 
every medium, each having a special 
pecullarity ; they are more varied with 
Mr. Home, but for power and certainty 
I have met with no one who at all ap- 
proached Miss Kate Fox. For several 
months I enjoyed unlimited opportunity 
of testing the vari.us phenomena oc- 
curring in the presence of this lady, 
and I specially examined the phenom- 
ena of these sounds. With mediums, 
generally, itis necessary to ait for a 

ersonal seance before anything is 

eard; hut in the case of Miss Fox, it 
seems only necessary for her to place 
her hand on any substance for loud 
thuds to be heard in it, like a triple pul- 
sation, sometimes loud enough to be 
heard several rooms cff. In this man- 
ner I have heard them ina living tree, 
on a sheet of glass, on а stretched iron 
wire, on a stretched membrane—a tam- 
bourine—on the roof of a cab and on the 
floor of a theatre. Moreover, actual 
contact la not always lecessary; I have 
had these sounds produced from the 
floor, walls, etc, when the medium’s 
hands and feet were held, when she 
was stanciog on a chair, when she was 
suspended in a swing from the celllng, 
when she was enclosed in a wire cage, 
and when she had fall2n fainting on a 
sofa. I have heard them on в glass 
barmonicon, I have felt them on my 
own shoulders and under my own 
hands, I have heard them ona sheet of 
paper held between the fingers by a 
piece of thread passed through one cor- 
ner. With a fnll knowledge of the nu- 
merous theories which have been 
started, chiefly in America, to explain 
these sounds, I have tested them in 
every way that I could desire, until 
there bas been no escape from the con- 
viction that they were trae, objective 
Occarrencee, not produced by trickery 
or mechanical! means.“ Wm.

Can you вее, or dream, or 
in any way imagine, how out of that 
mechanical act, and from those individ- 
ually dead atoms, sensation, thought, 
and emotion are to rise? You can not 
satisfy the human understanding In its 
demand for logical continuity between 
molecular processes and the phenom- 
ena of consciousness.” 

Prof. Tyndall himself declares that 
“if we look at mattec as pictured by 
Democritus, and as deflaed for genera- 
tlongim our scientific text-books, the 
notion of conscious life coming out of 
it can not be formed by the mind. Let 
us reverently but honestly look the 
question in rhe face. Divorced from 
matter where is life? Whatever our 
faith may say, our knowledge shows 
them to be indissolubly joined. On 
tracing the line of life backward we 
вее it approaching more and more to 
what we call the purely phyeical condi- 
tion. Believing, ав І do, in the conti 
nuity of Nature, I can not stop abrupt- 
ly where our microscopes cease to be 
of use. Here the vision of the mind au- 
thoritatively supplements the vision of 
the eye. By a necessity engendered 
and justified by science I cross the 
boundary of the experimental evidence, 
and discern la that Matter which we, 
In our ignorance of its latent powers, 
and notwithstanding our professed rev- 
erence for its Creator, have hitherto 
covered with opprobrium, the promise 
and potency of all terrestrial life.” 

Bat, while the great scientist was 
willing, without qualification or fear of 
carping critics, to acknowledge the le- 
gitimate deductions of scientific Mate- 
rialism, he distinctly and without res- 
ervation declared that the doctrine of 
. “Material Atheism" did not, in hours of 
clearness and vigor, commend itaelf to 
his mind; and that “in the presence of, 
stronger and healthier thought it ever 
dissolves and disappears, as offering 
no solution of the mystery in which we 
 dwel', and of whicb we form a part." 

Aguin he says: "Lbow my head in 
the dust before that myatery of the 
mind, which haa hitherto defied its own 
peneirative power.” 

And rising to the greater mystery of 
Being, he says: 

“When I attempt to give the Power 
which I see manifested in the Universe 
an objective form, personal or other- 
wise, 1с slips away from me, declining 
all latellectual manipulation. I dare 
not, save poetically, use the pronoun 
‘He’ regarding it; І dare not call it a 
‘Mind’; I refuse to call it even a 
‘Cause. Its mystery overshadows me." 

It is precisely here, where the Mate- 
tialist finds himself facing an impene- 
trable mystery. a stone wall, that the 
authors of the ‘Unseen Universe” find 
a door opening into another but invial- 
ble world. The visible world of matter 
In which man lives and moves is found 
to be but “the ante-room of the world 
to come. 

Having been led to the inescapable 
fact of the ultimate dissolation of all 
the visible forms of matter through the 
continuous operation of the processes 
of change and disintegration that are 
everywhere at work throughout the 
universae, our authors are led by the 

principle of continuity to the further 
conclusion that “there is something be- 
yond that which is visible”; for wheth- 
er looking backward to the origin of 
the visible universe, cr forward to its 
end, in either case a oreach of conti- 
nuíty'" Is inevitable, which would for- 
ever put us to intellectual confusion.” 

Any argument, therefore, that 18 
based upon the so-called “beginning” of 
things, “assures us that the invisible 
universe existed before the visible one.” 
And if it existed before, it must exist 
now, and will continue to exist 
after the diaaolation of the visible ani- 
verse. Theonly available method of 
avoiding a break of continuity, reete in 
the hypothesis which assumes that all 
the ma:ter and life of the visible uni- 
verge have been evolved from the un- 
seen universe, in which they have al- 
ways existed. This pushing back of 
the origin of all the visible form of 
matter, ag wellaathelifethat animates 
It, into the realm of the invisible, the 
authors accept as в tenable hypothesis. 

The principle of life, whicn Darwin 


terms “that mystery of mysteries,” in- 
heres in matter, and can not by the 
physical processes of analysis be dia 
sociated from it. Without matter, life 
is not manifested. Conversely, all mat- 
ter manifests life. Search where we 
may throughout Nature, we look in 
vain for any manifestation of life 
where matter I3 not asso siated with It. 

Because of this universal experience, 
the scientific mind is averse tu the in 
vestigation of the во called “spiritual” 
phenomena. Finding nothing in the 
physical phenomena of matter to indi- 
cate the possibility of an effect being 
produced that can not be traced to an 
adequate physical cause in the vlaible 
universe, physical scientists are bound 
to look with incredulous surprise, even 
contempt, upon alleged phenomena 
whose causes are veiled in the mystery 
of an invisible world, of whose exis- 
tence they have no knowledge. 

Reasoning along purely a priori lines 
these scientists find no place in their 
hypotheses for the admission of a fact, 
however well authenticated, which 
goes contrary to their preconceived 
opinions and is in direct opposition to 
their interpretation of the principle of 
cause and effect. 

It is In aiding in the breaking down of 
this extreme conservatism of the ordin- 
ary scientific mind that the book un- 
der consideration will prove most val 
uable. For, when Science acknowl- 
edges the fact of the existence of an 
"uaseen universe” closely related to 
this, from which proceeds the energy 
that is manifested throughout the visi- 
ble universe, the question of individual 
Immortality will become the legitimate 
object of investigation by her devotees. 
And until that time comes, it will be 
aseless to expect any radical change in 
the relations that exist at presen! be- 
tween the two opposite schools of 
thought, viz., tbe materialistic and the 
spiritualistic. Towards this desirable 
consummation, the authors of “The Un- 
seen Universe” have contributed valu 
able and efficient aid. That they have 
not followed to its logical conclusion 
the line of argument into which they 
have been led by their desire to “strip 
off the hideous mask of Materialism,” 
is not tobe wondered at. They were 
not free from the religious bias. Witb 
them the question of immortality in- 
volves the idea of a personal God. They 
are firmly fixed in the belief that Sci 
ence is not antagenistic to Christian- 
ity, and it is mainly for the parpose of 
aeserting the absence of any incompa- 
tibility between them, that vhelr book 
was written. They declare that this 
“ought to be self evident to all who be 
lieve that the Creator of the Universe 
is Himself the Author of Revelatione.” 

In the jadgment of many, this last 
statement of the authors will detract 
very materially from the good effects 
of their book. 

To assume a8 “self evident" the truth 
of these “divine revelations,” Is to turn 
back the wheels of Progress, and place 
man in the mental position he occupied 
when the immortal Bruno was burned 
at the stake for daring to express 
traths which the Church had declared 
to be opposed to these alleged “divine 
revelations.” 

It is therefore to be regratted that so 
able and exhaustive an argument, by 
such eminent men of science, in favor 
of the existence of an unseen universe 
of life all around us, should be loaded 
down with so much theological dead 
welght. 

The “miracles” of Cbrist are attri 
buted by the anthors to *a transmuta- 
tion of energy from tbe one universe to 
the otber," and were the result of “а 
peculiar action of the invisible upon 
the visible universe.’ 

While this interpretation may be ac- 
cepted by Spiritualists as entirely com 
patible with thelr own views of the re- 
lations that exist between the two 
worlds; yet, the restriction of such a 
“transmutation of energy” to the life 
and times of Christ, can not be made 
compatible with the idea of the immu- 
tabillty of law. That this inconsistency 
was not опр згсеіуей by the authors is 
evident, for they plainly etate that 
while the doctrine of a particular prov- 
{dence is taught in the Scriptures, 
“nevertheless It is one of the hardest 
thinga to understand how this doctrine 
can be made consistent with the work- 
ing out of general laws.“

A majority of the Theosophiste, how- 
ever, take the grounds that soon after 
deatn, and in all cases within a period 
of twenty-five years, the monad, or 
higher ego, leaves the three lower 
principles, and passes into Devachan, 
while the three lower, being the de- 
ceived soul, vitality, and astral body, 
remain upon earth as a mere shell, ir- 
rational, haunting seances, and, like a 
loeking glass, reflecting the minds and 


Hence, when you inform a Theosophist 
you have, through a medium, inter- 
viewed the spirit of a beloved friend, 
he replies: “Oh, you may possibly have 
interviewed her shell; her higher ego 
has certainly passed on.“ 

The average Theosopnist looks upon 
a Spiritualist with compassion and pity 
as a deladed shell huater.

H Spirit Identified by a 
Bandage. 


To the Editor of LIGHT or Твстн. 


Wishing to give evidence in favor of 
medlums, and realizing the damage done 
by frauds and fakire, I wish to present 
an account of a seance I attended last 
spring: 

Having heard of Mrs. Aspinwall, 
through friends, I arranged by letter 
for seats for three, one for a friend the 
other two for my hua»and and self. We 
went from my home, Stevena Point, 
Wis, to Minnespolis, Mina., arriving the 
day of the seance. No onethere had 
ever heard or seen meat that time 
80farasI know. The seance opened,

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLRNY. 


Not the least marvelof sclence is the 
degree of refinement to which its meas- 
urements are now carried. Lens curv- 
atures of 1-150,000 of and inca, accord- 
ing to Engineering Mechanics, can be 
measured. In spectroscopic analysis of 
mere traces of different elements frac- 
tional wave lengths are read to 1-250,- 
000 millionth of an inch. Prof. Dewar, 
in his researches in liquid air, attained 
a vacuum of 1 2,500 millionth of an at- 
mosphere by fliiing a vessel with mer- 
curial vapor and expos ng it to a very 
low temperature; and Prof. Boys. with 
& simple arrangement of quartz fibre, 
toraion balance, and mirror, claims to 
have been able to jast detect anattract- 
ive force of 1 20000 of agrain. In an- 
gles, the Darwin pendulum will indi- 
cate a movement of 1 300 of a second 
—about the angular measusement of-a 
penny piece at a distance of 1000 miles. 


The luminosity of a midge (Chirono- 
mus plumosis) which has sometimes 
been observed in Russia, Pomerania, 
Persia, and Turkestan in euch numbers 
aa to make whole trees glow, is now at- 
tributed to »acteris. Sach organisms 
have not been actually discovered, but 
the flies appear sluggish and sickly, as 
does a luminous beach shrimn, which 
has been found to swarm with bacteria 
capable of imparting phospnereacence 
to healthy non-luminoas shrimps. An 
interesting suggestion concerning the 
different phosphereacence of the glow- 
worm is that the creature contains 
fluorescent material so sensitive as to 
respond to attenuaed x-rays which 
may be every where present. 


Earthquake oscillations are now 
measured by delicate instramentathou- 
sands of miles away, and there із no 
reason to doubt that in future they may 
be traced around the earth. Prof. Mil- 
ne believes the earth pulsations to be 
lonz, low waves. Dr. Coarles Davison 
show? thia to have been true, іп one 
case at least, the Greek eartbquake of 
April 27, 1594, having been registered 
In Birmingham, England, where the 
largest pulsation seems to have had a 
leng h of about twenty-eight miles, and 
a height of half an inch.
